Bur 
(to ſay no more) if all Biſſextiles were omicred bur 52. years, 
that alonc would gradually and inſenſibly, wichour the leaſt 
inconvenience, bring us two daycs before the Gregorian, and 
be agrecable to rhe Sun's place ar vur Saviour*s Birth ;

throw'of Pompey, he brought with him ouc of Frypt, ro Rom? : 
he added thule ten dayes, whercof ©o /antrry, Sextilas,. and 
Dt+ 
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Dzcemb. rwo dayes, bur re Apr. 7 une, Sept. 2nd Novenb. each 
of themone : whenee Jan. Mar. May, Quint, Sext. Of. and 
Dec. had 31. daycs, and the reſt (Fubr, excepted, which had 
bur till 28.) zo. dayes, as you may read in Macr.lib,i. Saturn. 
cap.14. 

Therefore preſently in the firſt year of the Fulian Ording- 
tion, not cnely «Quintils (which was afrerwaid _ 
in honour of Fulius Ceſar the Diftator) had 31. dayes athgn= 
ed it, but alſo the monerth Sextilis, which was likewiſe called 
Auguſt in honour of Auguſlus.
